AN ACT1
RELATING TO THE APPROPRIATION TO THE DIVISION OF VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION;2

AMENDING SECTION 2, CHAPTER 289, LAWS OF 2010; APPROPRIATING MONEYS3
TO THE DIVISION OF VOCATIONAL REHABILITATION FOR FISCAL YEAR 2012;4
LIMITING THE NUMBER OF FULL-TIME EQUIVALENT POSITIONS; PROVIDING LEG-5
ISLATIVE INTENT ON RENAL DISEASE SERVICES AND REQUIRING A REPORT; AND6
DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.7

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:8

SECTION 1. That Section 2, Chapter 289, Laws of 2010, be, and the same is9
hereby amended to read as follows:10

SECTION 3. FTP AUTHORIZATION. In accordance with Section 67-3519,24
Idaho Code, the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation is authorized no more25
than one hundred fifty-one (151) full-time equivalent positions at any point26
during the period July 1, 2011, through June 30, 2012, unless specifically27
authorized by the Governor. The Joint Finance-Appropriations Committee28
will be notified promptly of any increased positions so authorized.29

SECTION 4. LEGISLATIVE INTENT. It is the intent of the Legislature30
that the Division of Vocational Rehabilitation work with the Department of31
Health and Welfare, Divisions of Public Health Services and Medical Assis-32
tance Services, to develop a plan to transfer the Renal Disease Services33
Program, which is currently organized within the Division of Vocational34
Rehabilitation pursuant to Sections 33-2307 and 33-2308, Idaho Code, to the35
Department of Health and Welfare. The Division of Vocational Rehabilitation36
and the Department of Health and Welfare shall pay particular attention to37
maintaining appropriate services for eligible individuals while at the same38
time eliminating programmatic and administrative overlap and duplication to39
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increase efficiencies. The Division of Vocational Rehabilitation and the1
Department of Health and Welfare shall examine existing code to determine2
what statutory changes are necessary to relocate the Renal Disease Program3
to the Department of Health and Welfare. A report of recommendations shall4
be submitted to the House Health and Welfare Committee, Senate Health and5
Welfare Committee, and Joint Finance-Appropriations Committee by December6
1, 2011, to allow the Legislature to consider the recommendations during the7
2012 Legislative Session.8

SECTION 5. An emergency existing therefor, which emergency is hereby9
declared to exist, Section 1 of this act shall be in full force and effect on10
and after passage and approval.11
